Particulars   of   the  Fatality — A  dad  Funeral — Floral  'w'reaths. 

A  sau  ana  r:;elaiicholy  accident  occarred  at  hath  on   x'uesday   last,  whereby   tV70  youn^* 
men,   aged  respectively   ^1  and  18  years,   lost   their  lives.   iVller  particulars   of  the 
acciaent  are   to  hana.   Gomel ias,  Arnold  and  Frank  ilills,   sons  of  Gomelius  Mills, 
butcher,  went  fishing  m     a  small   skiff,   at  Campion's  Point,   a  short  distance   east  of 
Lr.   Finkle's  dock,    x'hey  had  been  fishing  for  about  an  hoar  and  concluded    to  move    to 
another  point  close  by.    in  liftin^i  up  the  anchor  they  capsized   the  boat,  and  were   thrown 
into   the  water,    j-'he   skiff  being  olc  and  heavily   laden  with  many  coats  of  paint,  v;ould 
not  hold  them  up.    x'he  eldeit   two   thereui)on  told  their  little  brother,  Frank,   to  hang 
on  to  the  boat  while   they  struck  for  the   shore,   a  distance  of  about   twenty  yards.    I'he 
boy  Frank  clung  to   the  boat  and  screamed  for  assistance  for  his  brothers,  who  had, 
while  endeavouring  to    reach  shore,   sank   to   the  bottom.  I.;r.   Artliur  Gampion,   at  work   in 
a  field  near  by,  heard   the  cries  for  help  and  ran  dov;n  to  the   shore.   He  and  I.lr,    i^hurs- 
ton,    the   owner  of   the  capsized  boat,   found  Frank  still  clinging  to   the  boat,   and   rt,s- 
cued  him,  but  Gomelius  and  Arnold  were  not   in  sight.  Frank  told  them  the  direction 
they  had  taken,  and  Campion  succeeded  in  getting  them  doa  out  of  the  water  and  conveying 
them  to   the   shore.    I'hey  were  both  apparently  dead.    He  did  all  he  could   to   resuscitate 
them,   and  in  the  meantime  dispatched  a  man  for  the  doctor  a  distance  of  a  quarter  of  a 
mile.   Dr.   x'rice  hurried  to  the  scene  of  the  disaster,  and  worked  like  a  x'rojan  $o  bring 
them  back  to  life,  but  without  success,    ihere  is  little  doubt   that   these   two  estimable 
young  men  might  have  ijeen  saved  v/hen  first  brought  from  the  water  had   the  parties 
known  how  to  go  to  work  upon   them,  but  knowledge  of  this  description  among  the  masses 
is  very  ceficient.    I'he  young  men  who  lost  their  lives   in   this  disaster  were  of  great 
promise,  and   their  loss   is  a  calamity,  lluch  sympathy   is  expressed  for  the  parents   in 
their  deep  affliction,    fhe  funeral  obsequies   took  place  on  Wednesday,  and  their  remains 
were  followed  to   the  grave  by  an   imjTiense  number  of  symi^athisers.    I'hey  were  placed  side 
by   side   in   the  grave.    I'heir  coffina  were  fairly  loaded  with  floral  wreaths, "crosses, 
etc.,   showing  the  esteem  in  which  they  were  held,   x'he  Rev.  V/.  I^^^ke ,   of  the  liethodist 
Church,  prew-ched  a  ver^'  able  ana  effective  sermon  on  the  occasion,  and  in  the  course 
of  his   remarks  eulogized  the  efforts  put  forth  by  Campion  un  rescuing  even  one  of  the 
three.    I'he  saa  event  cast  a  gloom  over  the  entire  neighborhood.
